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FCC acts to stop radio hams 
in HF interference cases

Some of the unlicensed broadcast station operators who have been quoted in these 
pages have viewed FCC enforcement actions against them as unfair. Some base their 
complaints in part on the fact that the amateur 20-meter band has seen several long- 
running cases of willful interference. For example, Joe Delia Barba, who was caught 
operating pirate station WTNU earlier this year, specifically referred to the 20-meter 
interference cases as a reason he thought the FCC should not take action against him. If 
these 20-meter cases can go unresolved, some unlicensed broadcasters reason, it is unfair 
for the FCC to take enforcement action against unlicensed broadcasters. 

FCC action 

Until recently, amateurs involved in some of these interference cases have not been 
subjected to FCC enforcement actions. Within the past few weeks, the situation has 
changed. The FCC issued fines to four amateurs. Unlicensed broadcasters still may believe 
FCC enforcement actions against them are unfair, but no longer can they cite the 20-meter 
interference cases as an example. 

The FCC's office inVero Beach, FL, issued the fines in these recent amateur radio 
interference cases. We spoke with Robert C. McKinney, the engineer- in-charge of the Vero 
Beach office, about the enforcement action. Here are his remarks: 

We issued three Notices of Apparent Liability to three radio amateurs. Each notice 
specifies monetary forfeitures of $1,000. One. amateur is Herb Schoenbaum in the Virgin 
Islands, William Terrill in New York and Richard Eastman in Arkansas. Each notice 
alleges that the amateurs engaged in willful interference. 

Parts of the investigation leading to the issuance of these notices extended over several 
years. The reason the notices were issued is because appropriate mechanisms within the 
FCC have been put in place to deal with this type of situation. For example, the Field 
Operations Bureau (FOB) now is finding it has suitable cooperation from the Private Radio 
Bureau (PRB). Staff members in the PRB now are directly involved with amateur radio 
service enforcement actions. They have indicated they are willing to support the FOB in 
resolving ongoing amateur radio service problems. You can expect to see more 
enforcement actions shortly. 

K1MAN 

One that just was issued is a Notice of Apparently Liability to Glenn Baxter, K1MAN. 

A lot of the amateurs believe the FOB is picking on them, either because they are 
members of the BARC net or because they are not members. But the FOB does not work 
that way. We told them all: "If you have a complaint, call us. We just want to get the 
problem resolved." 

We do not have these radio amateurs listed according to organizations with which they 
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are affiliated and according to who their friends are. 

The fact of the matter is, if an amateur operator is monitored on a frequency and that 
operator is breaking the rules, it does not matter what group the operator belongs to or who 
the operator's brother-in-law is- we're going to issue some paperwork whenever possible. 

We receive calls from radio amateurs who believe some types of legal operation 
actually is willful interference or should be classified as illegal-some types of phone 
patches, for example. From the FOB standpoint, we cannot take enforcement action against 
legal radio operation. 

PRB Cooperation 

Nevertheless, radio amateurs can expect an increased FCC enforcement presence 
because the FOB now has an improved working relationship with two key staff members in 
the PRB. Previously, the PRB staff was preoccupied with other projects. But now they are 
willing to sit down with the FOB staff and take a look at an enforcement agenda. 

I would like to resolve the difficulties amateurs are having with respect to network 
operations and incidents of interference on 20 meters and other bands. These problems are 
as troublesome to us as they are to the amateurs who have been complaining. 

We have had a handful— you could count them on 10 fingers-of radio operators who 
have caused the problems for the rest of the users. 

At some point, the PRB will make some decisions on the legality of phone patches. 
Once the private radio bureau decides, the field operations bureau will enforce the 
decisions. 

Reasons 

The first three amateurs who were issued notices were cited for knowingly transmitting 
on a frequency where others already were in communication with one another. Our 
-monitoring record shows that they committed such violations time after time. 

In Glenn Baxter's case, he broadcasts a bulletin on a regular schedule and frequency, 
regardless of whether the frequency already is occupied when he is ready to begin. 
Amateur frequencies are shared. Even if a given operator has a long-standing operating 
pattern, the rules require that no transmissions are to be made that would cause interference 
to communications in progress. The restriction applies to everyone who would use a 
particular frequency. 

I realize that some individuals may believe they are being picked on, but it is not true 
that they are being picked on. If they make illegal transmissions when we happen to be 
monitoring, they can expect to be cited. It makes no difference whether they broadcast 
recorded bulletin information or if they commence a two-way conversation. If those 
operations interfere with ongoing communications despite the violators' knowing their 
transmissions will cause interference, such activity violates the rules. 

Proof 

Willful interference is easier to prove than some radio operators might believe. It 
involves showing that an amateur alleged to be causing interference to another can indeed 
hear the second amateur and therefore knows that a transmission on the same frequency 
would cause interference. HF communications are such that reception does not confine 
itself to a small area. If the signal is coming from Florida, for example, and it can be heard 
outside of Chicago, it will be audible in Chicago, too. 

If listeners at several stations in the FCC monitoring network can hear the same signal 
in Michigan, Georgia, Florida and Nebraska, for example, a radio amateur in that general 
region cannot plead he was unable to hear the signal and expect to be believed. That kind of 
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selective reception is not a characteristic of HF propagation. 
Self -policing hams 

The FOB has bent over backwards not to take many enforcement actions in the amateur 
service. Some amateurs have criticized the FCC for limiting its enforcement activity in this 
way, and perhaps rightfully so. But we have liked to believe that the amateurs were self- 
policing. That was a philosophy that seems to work, most of the time. 

But the amateurs have not been able to resolve by themselves some of the activities 
involving certain 20-meter networks and certain types of bulletin broadcasting operations. 
The operators involved represent diverse personalities. They cling tightly to their own 
interpretations of the rules. So now it is time for the FCC to step in. 

Now that notices of apparent liability have been issued, amateurs who have received 
them and who want to contest them will find themselves dealing with the FCC's attorneys. 
My office does not concern itself with the legal ramifications. We enforce the rules as they 
are and the way the attorneys tell us they are interpreted. Beyond that, we let others work 
out whether the rules are "right" or "wrong." 



FCC initiates a second WARC inquiry 

The FCC has released the 150-page text of its Second Notice of Inquiry (NOI) in Gen. 
Docket 89-554. The commission opened this proceeding last year to provide a forum for 
public input on the issues likely to arise at the World Administrative Radio Conference 
(WARC) scheduled to open in Spain on Feb. 3, 1992. The agenda for this conference is 
limited in scope, but the conference results are expected to affect a number of frequency 
allocations of interest to licensed and unlicensed high-frequency (HF) broadcasters. 

The process 

Unlicensed broadcasters can use the proceeding as an opportunity to place their desire 
for a legalization of "pirate" broadcasting activity into the government record. Although the 
proceeding in Gen. Docket 89-554 is limited to the extent that its results alone could not 
include a frequency allocation for so-called "free radio broadcasting" or "hobby 
broadcasting," a first step in seeking such an allocation is to show a public interest in the 
record. Anyone interested in seeing frequency allocations and radio regulations adopted to 
allow free radio broadcasting can file a comment to that effect. Gen. Docket 89-554 is the 
best current proceeding in which to begin developing a record. 

Although a simple letter directed to the FCC will receive consideration, it may not 
become a part of the record, especially if it cannot be identified as belonging to the Gen. 
Docket 89-554 proceeding. Comments filed in the proper format as described in the text of 
the Notice of Inquiry become part of the record. 

Deadline 

The deadline for filing comments with the FCC in the inquiry is Dec. 3, 1990.

Free Radio?????? 

Next topic is free radio. Don Bishop wrote an interesting column promoting legal- 
ized free radio in the last ACE. Since he referred to ACE columnists, etc, I feel 
obligated to respond by asking a few questions. 

For starters, I don't believe that pirates & pirate listeners have much lobbying 
or petitioning power. Yeah, I know that can change, etc, etc. However, I think that 
the pirates have more political clout pirating than they do going thru the "proper 
channels." Face it, the 3 days that RNI spent on the air in '87 did more for free 
radio (thru publicity on TV news, MTV, magazines, etc) than all of the ACE members 
could do in years of filling out forms. Maybe years from now, it'll be possible to 
fill out the forms, but only if pirate radio activity becomes even more active and 
if the audience grows. Now to the questions... 

Would "free radio" be the magic cure for boring radio? Would the stations all 
need to be licensed? If so, they would need expensive libel insurance — this would 
cut out most minorities and many teenagers, not to mention other poor people. What 
restrictions would be set on transmitters? If the FCC wanted, they could add a 
"braodcast standard" for audio, etc that would exclude ham transmitters. If that 
happened, the cost could run $500+ and exclude more people. And what about content? 
If "noraml" programming standards applied, most pirates would be kicked off — Voice 
of Laryngitis, Radio Garbanzo, KNBS, Tangerine Radio and other excellent stations 
would be censored. And what about schedules? If stations have to be on for even just 
3 to 6 hours per day, most hobby pirates would be eliminated and the stations would 
be forced into a live music or maybe live talx format; they just wouldnt have the 
time to spend hours on a single program. 

If these restrictions applied, we would merely have a low-power (possibly SW) 
version of what already exists on the AM & EM broadcast bands. Personally, I like 
pirate radio and I would like to be able to hear more of it. But right now it's 
totally uncontrolled: nobody owns it and nobody can even predict it. It has truly 
great moments and it has absolutely horrid moments. I like that and I would hate 
to see it if it was all legislated and controlled by our government. 

Radio For Peace International Correction 

I received a nice letter from Michael Schulsinger who notes a slight problem with 
what I wrote in the October 90 ACE about RFPI. He says that RFPI is located on the 
University for Peace in Santa Ana, Costa Rica. Since the station is on United Nations 
property and not the property of Costa Rica, a calls ign with a "TI" prefix is not 
appropriate. And the ITU hasnt got around to contacting the ITU about the situation 
yet, so right now RFPI isn't licensed, but yet it's not a pirate or a clandestine 
either. 

Probably the frequency that pirate DXers know the best for RFPI is 7375 kHz USB. 
But if you would like to avoid the ugly modulation, Michael notes that the station 
also operates on 21565 and 13630 kHz AM. Programming- wise RFPI carries UN Radio, 
UNESCO programs, Red Crossroads from the Red Cross Broadcasting Service, Anmesty 
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International, World of Radio, and "even stranger stuff." 
Thanks again for the info Michael, it helped out a lot! 

Pump Up the Volume (a Pseudo-review) 

Michael Shulsinger's next question in his letter is "Why aren't any pirate column- 
ists commenting on "Pump Up the Volume"? You'd think a three-star movie about pirate 
radio came along once a week!" 

Actually, I planned to review the movie next anyway, but I guess I should have 
reviewed it last month. Since "Pump Up the Volume" died long before its time (like 
most of the better movies do), I guess this review will have to be for those who 
want to pick up the videotape in the next few months or for those who can find it 
at the local $1.00 movie theaters. 

So what's the story line? Well, a high school guy played by Christian Slater moves 
to Arizona and he can't adjust well. So, by evening he's a wild pirate DJ and by 
day he's a very quiet studious kid who excells in English and literature. 

Most of his early shows are interesting, but obnoxious with lotsa singing along 
with songs, lotsa fake "whacking-of f " scenes, and screaming about what ever comes 
into his head. But a few traumatic events really screw him up and by day he's usually 
holding his head in confusion and by night he's screaming about making a difference 
in the town and doing what you want. 

As this transition is taking place, "Hard Harry's" cult audience keeps growing- 
-kids at the high school are selling tapes of his, graffiti art is sprayed up all 
over town, even the local newspapers and television stations start to take note of 
him (sorta like the Radio Animal, eh?). Quite a bit of the movie also deals with 
how "Hard Harry" deals with all of this popularity pressure. 

And to deal with all of the teeny-bopper audience, they throw m a new-wavish 
nymphomaniac girl to take off her sweater for Harry (But they dont show anything) . # 
Incidentally, Sparky from WKZP says that this was one of his favorite parts ) . 

But anyway, I liked the flick. It had a LOT of thought behind it and the plots 
and underlying subplots keep popping up throughout.

Free Radio — do we really want it? 
an editorial 

Don Bishop's October article "How To Get Free Radio — if you really 
want it" was interesting, but misses a few points. Allegedly, the FCC 
is charged with enforcing ITU Regulations, which specif icly prohibit 
unlicensed broadcasting on HF frequencies, which is where the vast 
majority of current Free Radio Operators call home. However, there 
IS precedent for such activity in Italy, where keen-eyed hobbyists 
discovered that the Constitution forbade a broadcasting monopoly, 
thus opening the door to a plethora of x private' broadcasters on 
shortwave. In the USA there doesn't seem to be such a loophole - 
or if there is the FCC doesn't recognize it as such. Traditionally 
monopolies have been taboo, but the FCC monopoly of control over 
domestic broadcasting activity is supported, even approved, by Your 
elected representatives. 

Historically, the FRC (later the FCC) was created to bring Order to 
medium wave (later FM) broadcasting, since certain unscrupulous 
individuals would overpower and/or jam other broadcasters to prevent 
competition. Mind you, this was in the days when most, if not all, 
broadcasting was done on ONE single frequency. Those days are long 
gone, and with them went the useful lness of the FCC. Today the FCC 
is looking over its shoulder at Congress and has to make itself look 
like it's doing something, thus the feeble and futile attempt to 
squash Free Radio. 

This attempt is doomed to failure because of the tactics employed by 
the FCC. In the first place, they are investigator, prosecuting 
attorney, judge, jury and executioner, which violates the very basis 
of American law. Secondly, these non-elected % officials' allegedly 
have the authority to to ignore the fundamental Law and trespass 
without legal authority, steal equipment without a court order and 
extort money from private citizens for Apparent (read: suspected or 
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unproven) violations of their arbitrary Rules. And, thirdly, every 
time they have shut down a Free Radio station, 10 or 12 more come on 
the air to take their place, even if their messages are different. 
Even with a US$110 million budget (fiscal year 1990), there is no way 
the FCC can hire enough agents to control the situation, and given 
the current budget crunch fiasco they will have to lay off a good 
number of their employees in the near future. 

There is a good side to their problems, however; those laid off by 
the FCC will have the golden opportunity to benefit society by 
getting or creating productive jobs in the private sector, instead of 
continuing to leech off the rest of us. 

I think the level of Free Radio activity speaks for itself - and for 
most of us, as well. Obviously there is a need for something to break 
the Big-Money stranglehold on broadcasting in America, and Free Radio 
is one way of doing just that.

ADD one more station to Box 452 in The Directory 14.1: WHDA, a.k.a. 
"We Hate Dead Air". This one has been heard a few times recently and 
said they would respond to "PSE QSL" reports in A*C*E DiaLogs — 
According to input from a reliable ACE member, Voice of Bono plans 
top begin x regular' broadcasts around Xmas-time in the 6250 to 6300 
kHz range. When they sent my QSL Gary Daniels said that they planned 
to stay away from *hot' topics and controversy in the interest of not 
stirring up unwanted attention. Frankly, I don't think that's gonna 
work - the FCC pays no attention to the content of an unauthorized 
broadcast. If a station is unlicensed, they have a vested interest in 
squashing it regardless of whether it's outspoken or just plays the 
same, tired old music that everyone else plays... 

Look for Weekend Music Radio again this winter on the 19, 22 and 48 
meter bands. Jack Russel has been plenty busy all summer but sez he's 
very much still active and will be testing to NAm as the seasons 
change — 

Other EuroPirates that have been testing on 19 meters are: PFBS from 
Germany and Radio Mirage from England, and they have both been heard 
in the USAI . . ; 
Good news from KNBS - they have acquired a new transmitter to replace 
the one that engineer Pot Seedy managed to burn up (he tried to roll 
it between two papers), and are in the process of modifying it and 
getting ready to test. Expect to see/hear them by Xmas in the 19, 22 
and 41 meter bands. Word is that they will not bother with 90 meters 
because of the extremely high noise level there...

COVERT CORNER 



Fearless leader Kirk Baxter and Lynne recently made it out to San Diego. Kirk read the 

Riot Act to yours truly no more off-color remarks or nasty insinuations in this column, and I 

have to start showing proper respect to you, the members of the worldwide ACE family. Thus 
chastised, I make this solemn promise: from now on, this column will be devoted exclusively to 
the best and most accurate DX information without any nonsense. Thank you. 

Examples? Take Mike Hardester, recently relocated to Camp Lejeune, NC. Mike reports 
hearing a "P" beacon in CW on 3290 kHz around 0415, with some weak CW traffic co-channel to 
this. Dave White, a contributor to my Umbra et Lux newsletter, also reports hearing a "P" beacon 
on 3732 and 7004.5 kHz during the evening hours. At 2220 on September 29, Dave heard the 
7004.5 kHz beacon interrupted by "UMS UMS UMS" and then into five-digit CW groups sent at 
about 20 words per minute; these were followed by what seemed to be data bursts. "UMS" is a 
sort of universal call sign used by the Soviet Navy, and has been widely reported for years. So 
what's it doing intruding on the 40-meter amateur band? And is anybody still hearing any single- 
letter HF beacons other than "P" these days? 

The "London Symphony on drugs" or "calypso band from hell" signal reported on 7526 
kHz last month has been heard again! On October 21 at 0130, 1 got a call from Terry Provance in 
Ohio, who reported he was hearing it on 6725 kHz. I checked, and heard it at a fair level until 
0158.The signal wasn't as strong as my 7526 kHz reception, however, and Terry was apparently 
hearing it a better level than I was. I was out that evening until 0600, when I rechecked 6725 kHz 
and heard the same signal at a good level. I checked the frequency the next night, October 22, at 
0442 and heard a steady "drilling" sound on the frequency. 

The Foghorn/Motorboat (can't have one without the other, it seems) has lately been popu- 
lating some of the higher frequency ranges. On October 6, 1 caught the Motorboat spread across 
25884 to 25882.5 kHz at 1541, and the Foghorn was found the same day on 25778 kHz at 1630. 
A more mellow form of the Foghorn, the "Hummer," was also heard on 26050 kHz at 1755 on 
October 1 3. And the Foghorn/Motorboat continues to be heard most mornings around 1 300-1400 
in the 7500 to 8000 kHz range. 

Maine's Dave White is convinced that the various permutations of the Foghorn are some 
sort of U.S. over-the-horizon radar (OTHR). The largest known U.S. OTHR transmitter site is 
near Moscow, Maine, well within space wave distance of Dave's QTH. Using a HF loop antenna, 
Dave has been able to get some good, repeated bearings on the 40-meter Foghorns which are in the 
general area of Moscow, Maine. While more data needs to be gathered, it now seems very likely 
that most of these Foghorn/Motorboat/Hummer signals are some form of OTHR. But are all neces- 
sarily U.S. in origin? Maybe it's my imagination, but it's been a long time since I last heard the 
"Woodpecker." Is anyone else still hearing it? 

From Florida, Vince Havrilko reports hearing a "Star Wars sound effect" type signal from 
7417 to 742 1 kHz around 005 1 . This could be a variation of the Motorboat, although that signal is 
often a bit broader. Vince also reports Spanish language traffic in the evenings on frequencies such 
as 7410 and 7415 kHz, and that's no doubt floating up from Central America over various ham 
transmitters. .

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CLANDESTINE PROFILE by George Zeller 



Your loggings and information on clandestine radio stations are always welcome for this column.

Some of us have been 
sending clandestine logs to Kirk Baxter in Kansas lately for his DiaLogs column, but Kirk's 
column is the place to send pirate loggings. With the large volume of pirate activity in 1 990. 
Kirk seldom has any extra room to print clandestine logs. So, you can save time by sending this 
material direct to Cleveland, rather than via Kansas. Thanks! 

APPARENTLY NEW (BUT UNIDENTIFIED) LATIN AMERICAN ACTIVITY ON 49 METERS 

We begin this month with what apparently is a new clandestine operation of some sort. On two 
occasions in October, your editor has heard unidentified (but obviously Latin American) 
clandestine activity in the neighborhood of 6300 KHz around 0100 UTC. This frequency range 
is normally and regularly occupied by Radio Patria Libre, the ELN-sponsored anti-Colombian 
clandestine. In addition to Radio Patria Libre, on October 1 I also heard an unidentified second 
station that jumped every 1-6 minutes to various frequencies between 6290 and 6315 KHz. The 
station featured Spanish language male and female announcers, with quite a few mentions of 
Managua and Nicaragua. It was broadcasting in the 0055-0118* UTC time period. I unfortunately 
missed a clear "Radio (?)" identification at 0055, but I subsequently taped a definite ,: Radio 
Musical" slogan at 0118. Unfortunately, this phrase was probably just a slogan or program name, 
instead of a definite station ID. 

Checks on occasional subsequent nights did not result in a similar logging, until October 14. 
On that date between 0101-0114* UTC on 6203 KHz, a possibly different unidentified station 
popped up. This one did not jump frequencies, although it did sign on and off briefly on three 
occasions during the times monitored. A male announcer with a pronounced echo effect in his 
voice played latin folk and pop music, with multiple clear mentions of "liber tad" and "Colombia." 
No Nicaraguan references were heard, and no ID was copied. Although the station format 
immediately made me think of Radio Patria Libre, it was not Patria Libre. Its format was not 
as folksy as Patria Libre, it had the echo effect, it signed on and off intermittently as if it were 
-testing, it did not use the "nueva Colombia" slogan common on Patria Libre, and the accent 
in the announcer's Spanish did not seem to be the typical "sound" from Patria Libre. In fact, 
there was no sign of Patria Libre during this broadcast. 

What is going on here? Several theories came quickly to mind. At first, the October 1 broadcast 
suggested that a new anti- Nicaragua station might be testing or operating. There is currently 
a considerable amount of turmoil in Nicaragua. Small shooting battles have been reported in 
the press between the "disbanded" Contra forces and the opposition Sandanista party, which 
still controls the Nicaraguan army under the newly elected democratic government. This new 
government, which replaced the prior Sandinista administration, is not successfully addressing 
the longstanding economic problems in the country. Considerable dissatisfaction is therefore 
widespread among all points of the political spectrum in this country, and conditions appear 
fertile for potential new Nicaraguan clandestine stations. As was pointed out in several recent 
A*C*E issues, the USA government is no longer funding the Contras' now inactive clandestines. 
such as Radio Quince de Septiembre and Radio Miscut. 

But, the October 14 log shifts the focus back to South America, and it provides flimsy evidence 
for a second tentative explanation. It is possible that the two loggings are actually from a 
jamming operation or a "black" clandestine station. It could be directed toward Radio Patria 
Libre, which has been the regular user of this spectrum space at this time of day recently. Or. 
it might be targeted against the FMLN's anti-El Salvador government Radio Farabundo Marti, 
which has been irregularly heard in the same band of frequencies in recent months. (I did not 
hear Farabundo Marti on either October 1 or 14). Speculating further, it is even possible that 
the "jammer" or "black" station is simply relaying local domestic medium wave or FM 
broadcasters, with the hope that this will provide passive or active jamming of its target, 
whatever that is. 

The issue has not been resolved at column deadline time for the November A*C*E. However, 
we do have what looks like an interesting new situation here. Do we have a new Nicaraguan 
or Colombian clandestine, do we have a "black" station of some sort, or do we have a newly 
formatted jammer? Why not scan across the 6300 v KHz range around 0100 UTC. just to see 
if you hear any tiling? As a side effect, this frequency area sometimes contains North American 
or European pirate stations as well, and you might stumble across something interesting in the 
pirate world while chasing the new clandestine. If you do hear anything, information about 
your finding's will be welcome for this column.

RECENT CLANDESTINE QSL'S 



We have two clandestine station QSL's to report this month. A*C*E member and expert 
clandestine QSL chaser Bob Ross of Ontario says that he sent a follow-up report to La Voz 
de Alpha 66 for an old logging from their 6666.6 KHz transmitter. (Bob reports 6667 on his 
correspondence to the column, so perhaps the QSL showed this non-decimal frequency). Of 
course, 6666.6 is now off the air following an FCC bust several months ago. Bob received two 
full data prepared cards, a station logo QSL, and miscellaneous Alpha 66 literature in three 
weeks for the follow up report and mint stamps. Bob notes that the verie signers were "Dr. 
Medina" and "John O'Donnell-Rocales" of the "medical section of Alpha 66." He successfully 
used their traditional address of Post Office Box 420067, Miami, Florida 33142. As noted in 
the July A*C*E, Alpha 66 now buys time on WHRI in Indiana for the relay of their clandestine 
programming. 

La Voz de la Fundacion, another anti-Castro station that has abandoned its own shortwave 
transmitter by moving to purchased WHRI transmitter relay time, sent a QSL to A*C*E member 
Michael Goetseh of Ohio in six weeks. The verie signer for a QSL via the WHRI relay was Nirosca 
Perez. Michael reports that he also received a substantial quantity of interesting books from 
the station with the QSL. He used their regular address: Post Office Box 440069, Miami, Florida 
33144. 

NO ADDITIONAL NEWS YET ON 9490 KHz ARABIC STATION 

A*C*E member Vince Havrilko of Florida confirmed various logs of an Arabic language station 
on 9490 KHz. We discussed this new one in last month's column. The programming features 
talks in Arabic by a male, frequent mentions of Iraq, Arabic music, and co-channel jamming 
that is clearly audible but generally ineffective in North America. Although we mentioned this 
in the October A*C*E, 1 have seen no ID'S of this one since then in DX publications. We hope 
that somebody will successfully work on this one before next month's A*C*E is printed. 
Incidentally, if you have not yet read the October issue of Monitoring Times , I highly recommend 
that you obtain a copy. It is an outstanding theme issue devoted to the Middle East, with a' 
number of fine articles on both SWBC and utility stations that can be checked out during the 
crisis in this region. MT 's clandestine expert, Dr. John Santosuosso of Florida, has a good 
summary in this issue of new Middle Eastern clandestines. Again, the October MT is just about 
a must-see issue. * 

31 METER CUBAN CLANDESTINES 

As mentioned last month, Vince Havrilko confirms that La Voz del CID (9942 v // 7340 KHz) 
and Radio Caiman (9965 KHz) continue their routine nightly blasting in the 31 meter "clandestine 
band" just below WWV. The occasional absence of CID from its various frequencies {also including 
6305 KHz late at night and early in the morning) was mentioned in this column last month, but 
this is nothing new. The station sometimes vanishes unexpectedly for a night or two, but it 
remains consistently active on a regular basis. This may seem like a broken record, but we still 
have no address or known sponsoring organization for Radio Caiman. I wonder if Harry Helms' 
contacts might be able to shed some light on the possibility that Radio Caiman is a CIA operation 
of some kind? 

WTRA CHANGES ITS NAME TO "ZOOM BLACK MAGIC" 

We have our first logging report of WTRA, Mbanna Kantako's FM clandestine/pirate station 
in Springfield, Illinois. A*C*E editor Don Bishop of Kansas checks in with a "loud and clear" 
logging of the station from Don's temporary portable QTH at the Quality Inn hotel on North 
Ninth Street in Springfield. Kantako (the announcer) made it clear that the station, formerly 
known as WTRA, will henceforth ID as "Zoom Black Magic." It seems to have formally joined 
the loose network of these stations in Illinois and California. Don's direct log is dated October 
6. Way to go, Don! Our roving reporter found Mbanna's residence (and station QTH), but Don's 
calls to a telephone number listed for Mike Townsend resulted in a disconnection message from 
the telephone company. 

In a different but related matter, Don says that he recently interviewed Dick Smith again. Dick, 
the Director of the FCC Field Operations Bureau, has fortunately provided interview material 
for the A*C*E in the past. Don ran into him at a radio conference. Apparently, Dick has some 
direct things to say about Mbanna Kantako and Zoom Black Magic. You can look for this 
information in Don's A*C*E column. 
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MONITORING TIMES CONVENTION REPORT 



Your editor attended the first annual Monitoring Times convention, which was held October 
4-7 in Knoxville, Tennessee. Over 300 DX-ers attended this very successful first convention, 
including A*C*E President Kirk Baxter. A*C*E was represented at a club display booth operated 
by the North American Shortwave Association, along with Fine Tuning and Glenn Hauser's 
RIB-DXLD. Numerous convention attendees picked up fresh October A*C*E sample bulletins 
and club brochures. 

Alan Weiner, the driving force behind Radio New York International, gave an interesting talk 
about pirate radio. It was nice to meet him face to face for the first time. As you may have 
heard on the RCI Shortwave Listeners Digest program or on World of Radio, we organized a 
mini-DXpedition of NASVVA members to hear the once-in-a-llifetime special shortwave relay 
broadcast from Radio St. Helena. Bob Brown, Harold Cones, Kevin Atkins, Alan Johnson. Glenn 
Hauser, and your editor found a riverside railroad track QTH to set up Kevin's portable 700 
foot beveridge antenna system. We ran this impressive whopper into Kevin's 1COM R-70 receiver, 
and lo and behold, St. Helena appeared on 11092.6 KHz at the appointed time just before 2000 
UTC on 11092.6 KHz in USB. But, we were startled to get better reception from a 30 foot 
random Uniden "white wire" antenna that was tossed over a tree branch than we got from the 
700 foot system! In fact, we heard the broadcast better on my Sony 2010 portable with its 
built-in whip antenna than we did on the 700 feet of wire! Live and learn! A beveridge is highly 
directional, and signals not in the precise direction of its antenna orientation are substantially 
attenuated. We must have misjudged the precise direction from Knoxville to St. Helena. 

It looks like it is pretty certain that the annual MT convention will be filling the niche formerly 
occupied by ANARCON as the big shortwave DX convention event of the year. You might want 
to make plans now for the 1991 convention. But, I hope that Bob Grove, Larry Miller. Larry 
Magne, et. al. will find a new QTH for next year's gathering. The Knoxville Hyatt Regency Hotel 
was way too expensive for a DX convention like this. Bob did indicate that he solicits input 
from those who attended the 1990 convention, and from those who are thinking about coming 
to the event in 1991. Why not drop him a line about this? The whole MT staff are to be 
congratulated for a job well done on their initial 1990 effort.

Veteran A*C*E members will recall that Tom Knietel kicked up a little controversy about a 
year ago when he printed an answer to a letter to the editor in Popular Communications 
magazine that discussed A*C*E. At the time, Tom indicated that A*C*E was "formerly*' a club, 
among other things. Since then, Tom has periodically mentioned the A*C*E in a much more 
favorable context. Also, the new November issue of PopComm lists the address of A*C*E and 
several other clubs, and provides an endorsement and recommendation of A*C*E. When Tom 
incorrectly badmouthed the A*C*E, he took some deserved written criticism. But, I do not recall 
more recent positive remarks about him. We need to rectify this. Thanks, Tom. for your recent 
references and publicity for the Association of Clandestine radio Enthusiasts! We appreciate 
it, and you deserve commendation! 

At the MT convention, 1 discussed a related issue with Larry Miller of Monitoring Times . Larry 
has also occasionally been subject to snits between himself and some DX clubs on occasion in 
recent years. I am glad to report that a positive consensus is evolving. Magazines such as 
PopComm and MT benefit from good relations with DX clubs, and DX clubs benefit from good 
relations with magazines such as PopComm and MT. Fortunately, the magazines and the elubs 
are beginning to support each other to a greater extent than we have seen in the past. This 
is a good trend that should continue in the future.

The ten characters (3 vowels and 7 consonants) are noted with 
regularity on 5-Digit Spanish frequencies. The 5-Character 
groups are ALWAYS made up of the above characters. 

It might be noted that these characters, when reduced or trans- 
formed to their Morse equivalent, are the most easily identifiable 
of all the Morse characters. 

Here's something interesting to try. Reverse the Morse equivalent 
of each group of the crypto-alphabet above and the SAME ten 
characters appear (in a different order, of course). Why not 
try taping a transmission and then play the tape backwards. 

Let me know what you hear!

Just thought I'd let you know I heard the Remington (I assume) numbers 
transmission on Thursday 10/11/90 on 6840 KHz, from 2330 to 2340 UTC. 
Missed the very beginning I think, but it was a taped Spanish YL, doing 
4 digit groups. The numbers 9945 2340 were repeated without change, 
and the transmission ended and the carrier dropped out without any 
kind of ending. Signal quality was a bit weak, but with very clean audio. 
I'm in Cincinnati, and am using a Realistic DX-440 on the internal whip 
antenna. The numbers stuff has always intrigued me since I first heard 
them about twenty years ago, on a circa 1930s Stromberg-Carlson 3 bander.

Now these are two very interesting pieces of mail. The 684 0 kHz 
4-Digit transmission at 0230 each night parallels on 9958, as 
logged in the first reception report. But the second report 
is the first of its kind, to my knowledge. My own personal 
experiences with the 6840 frequency at 2330 has generally been 
a 3/2 format English Numbers transmission as detailed in my 
column last month. 

I've listened for the 4-Digit Spanish described by Glenn and 
haven't heard it myself. I'd be very interested in additional 
loggings and any parallel frequencies noted.
